To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Jaffrey,  in  the  County  of  Cheshire 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Union  Hall  on  School  Street 
in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  (polls  to  remain  open  until  six  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon)  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  and 
all  other  necessary  Town  Officers. 

2.  To  hear  all  reports,  except  that  of  the  Budget  Committee,  and 
act  thereon. 

3.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  and  to  raise  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  required  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  build- 
ing and  repairing  highways  and  bridges,  fire  department,  Memorial  Day, 
street  lights,  and  all  other  Town  Charges. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  arrange 
for  the  installation  of  two  street  lights  on  Highland  Avenue,  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $47,00  to  pay  for  the  electric  service 
for  one  year,  as  petitioned  for  by  Flavel  Lynch  and  others. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $ 956.04  upon  condition  that  the  State  will  contribute  the  sum  of 
$6,373.63  for  Town  Road  Aid  upon  Class  V  highways. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$^54.00  (1/100  of  1%  of  the  valuation  of  the  Town)  to  the  Monadnock 
Region  Association  of  Southern  New  Hampshire  for  issuance  and  dis- 
tribution of  printed  matter,  newspaper  and  magazine  advertising,  and 
by  other  means  calling  attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages 
of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with  the  other  thirty-seven  towns  of  the 
Monadnock  Region. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  tract  of  land  adjacent 
to  Humiston  Park,  the  same  to  be  used  for  public  recreation  purposes 
and  as  an  addition  to  said  Humiston  Park. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  for  and  raise  $1,000.00  for  fence  to 
divide  ball  park  area,  to  give  protection  to  children  at  play  and  to  pro- 
tect neighboring  citizens'  property. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  transfer  from 
its  unencumbered  surplus,  any  sum  of  money  to  Town  Hall  Capital 
Reserve  Fund. 


11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4,100.00  to  purchase  the  snow  loader  on  rental  this  winter,  if  pur- 
chased the  rental  charge  of  $500.00  will  be  allowed  on  original  price  of 
$4,600.00. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,050.00  to  purchase  a  new  flag  pole  to  replace  the  broken  one  on 
the  East  Jaffrey  Common,  also  to  purchase  three  Bronze  tablets,  one  to 
be  placed  in  the  Conant  Cemetery,  one  to  be  placed  in  St.  Patricks 
Cemetery  and  one  to  be  placed  in  the  Old  Cemetery  in  Jaffrey  Center. 
These  bronze  tablets  to  have  the  names  of  all  the  deceased  veterans 
buried  in  said  Cemeteries  inscribed  on  said  tablets,  or  act  in  any  way 
relating  thereto,  as  petitioned  by  Albert  P.  Coll  and  others. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  in  trust  $350.00  from  P. 
Alexander  Magoun  and  Theodore  R.  Magoun  the  income  from  this 
fund  to  be  used  for  the  upkeep  of  Cutter  Cemetery,  placing  particular 
emphasis  on  the  above  Magoun  lot. 

14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  order  the  Selectmen 
to  dispose  of  property  acquired  by  non-payment  of  taxes. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  the 
Elliot  Community  Hospital  of  Keene  the  sum  of  $100.00  this  being  50% 
of  the  amount  of  free  treatment  that  Jaffrey  residents  received  in  1950 
plus  50  cents  per  day  for  each  patient  day. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $200.00  for 
the  Planning  Board  as  per  Budget  Committee  item  of  the  above  amount. 

17.  Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapt.  171 -A  of  the  revised  laws,  relating 
to  games  of  beano  be  accepted  in  this  town?

Art.  7.  Monadnock  Region  Association.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $447.00  to  the  Monadnock  Region  Association. 

Art.  8.  Records  of  Surveys  &  Deeds.  It  was  voted  to  apnropriate 
$350.00  to  purchase  from  the  estate  of  Arthur  S.  Buss  twentv-nine  books 
of  land  surveys  and  transcripts  of  1700  deeds,  the  same  to  be  placed  in 
the  Town  Library  for  reference  and  not  to  be  loaned. 

Art.  9.  SaJe  of  Land.  It  was  voted  to  sell  to  New  Hampshire  Oas  & 
Electric  Co.  a  lot  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  Sawtelle  Road  for  a  trans- 
former and  regulator  station  upon  terms  to  be  arranged  by  the  select- 
men. 

Art.  10.  It  was  voted  that  the  Moderator  appoint  three  Cemetery 
Trustees,  one  to  serve  for  one  year;  one  for  two  years:  one  for  three 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed;  thereafter  the  Select-

be  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Conant  Cemetery.  The  Moderator 
anno'nted  as  Trustees:  for  one  year,  Merrill  G.  Symonds;  for  two  years, 
Alice  B.  LaPaTe;  for  three  years,  James  B.  Perry. 

Art.  11.  Elliott  Community  Hospital.  It  was  voted  to  pass  over  this 
article. 

Art.  12.  Long  Range  Program.  It  was  voted  that  the  Planning  Board 
be  instructed  to  study  the  Town  and  School  long  range  buildings  needs 
and  report  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  and  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate $500  for  necessary  expenses. 
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Art.  13.  Town  Hall  Capital  Reserve.  It  was  voted  to  appropriate 
$5000.  from  the  unencumbered  surplus  to  the  Town  Hall  Capital  Reserve 
Fund. 

Art.  14.  Town  Hall  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $5000.  To  be  set  aside  as  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
building  a  town  hall. 

Art.  15.  Additional  Appropriation  to  School  District  for  Capital 
Reserve  Fund.  It  was  voted  that  $10,0CO.  be  transferred  to  the  School 
District  from  unencumbered  surplus. 

Art.  16.  Acceptance  of  Cemetery  Funds.  It  was  voted  to  accept  the 
following  cemetery  funds: 
$100.  from  Pheobe  Roith; 
100.  from  Arland  B.  and  Lydia  L.  Hunt; 
100.  from  Frank  V.  and  Edith  L.  Wright; 
100.  from  Daniel  C.  and  Abbie  E.  Lynch; 
100.  from  Georgina  P.  Yeatman  and  Mildred  W.  Mulford; 
said  sums  to  be  invested  with  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  the 
income  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  their  respective  lots  in  the  Cutter 
Cemetery. 

James  B.  Perry  was  appointed  to  the  Budget  Committee  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

The  vote  of  the  meeting  on  the  question  of  authorizing  games  of 
"Beano"  was  522  "Yes"  and  202  "No".

B.  Administrative  Policy 

The  increasing  number  of  pupils  staying  at  the  school  buildings 
during  the  noon  hours  have  produced  a  serious  problem  of  supervision. 
In  order  to  correct  this  the  noon  periods  have  been  shortened  and  re- 
arranged. The  hours  of  session  are  now  as  follows:  Grades  7-12  8:30  to 
12:00  and  12:46  to  2:50;  Grades  1-3  (1st  floor)  8:30  to  11:30  and  12:20  to 
2:50;  Grades  3-6  (2nd  floor)  8:30  to  12:00  and  12:45  to  2:50.  Grade  1 
pupils  may  be  dismissed  at  2:30. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  generally  recognized  that  the  load  of 
administrative  and  supervisory  duties  at  the  grade  school  indicated  that 
the  principal  had  no  time  for  classroom  teaching.  This  year  Mr.  Craig  has 
been  relieved  of  his  teaching  assignments  and  is  devoting  his  full  time 
to  his  duties  as  principal.

B.  Program  and  Methods 

Again  this  year  all  teachers  and  school  nurses  in  the  supervisory 
union  spent  a  full  week  (Nov.  6-10)  of  hard  work  at  a  workshop  planned 
jointly  by  the  teachers  and  superintendent.  This  year  two  subjects  were 
studied:  (a)  the  unit  method  of  instruction  in  the  elementary  school, 
and  (b)  guidance  in  the  secondary  school.  Again  the  workshop  was 
staffed  by  the  Harvard-Boston  University  Extension  Service.  These 
workshops  are  proving  to  be  exceedingly  helpful  to  all  participants  in 
their  search  for  better  understanding  of  children  and  better  ways  of 
guiding  them  toward  happy,  integrated,  wholesome  living. 
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PART  III.   SCHOOL  PLANT 

Two  important  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  school  plant 
this  past  year:  (1)  new  fluorescent  lights  at  the  high  school  and  (2)  in- 
terior painting  of  classrooms  at  the  grade  school.  Less  spectacular  but 
sincerely  appreciated  by  pupils  and  teachers  are  the  tightening  of  win- 
dows, retreatment  of  floors  and  general  improvement  in  appearance  of 
the  high  school,  largely  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  janitor. 

The  greatest  problem  of  all  pertaining  to  school  buildings  is  the  rapid 
increasing  need  for  more  suitable  facilities  for  the  high  school.  Last 
year  254  students  were  enrolled  there.  This  year  there  are  280.  Next 
year  the  number  should  be  about  the  same  but  the  year  after  (Sept. 
1952)  we  may  expect  290.  After  that  the  enrollment  is  likely  to  rise 
rapidly  to  over  325.  Careful  studies  by  various  committees  are  being 
made  of  possible  ways  of  finding  solutions.  All  of  these  studies  are 
worthy  of  the  serious  attention  of  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of  Jaf frey's 
boys  and  girls.

D.  Report  of  District  Clerk 

Annual  District  School  Meeting1 

March  13,  1950 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  School  District  in  Union 
Hall  in  said  District  in  the  town  of  Jaffrey  on  the  13th  day  of  March 
at  7  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Jason  C.  Sawyer 
and  the  warrant  was  read  by  him  with  the  return  of  the  same. 

Article  1.  George  Austermann  moved  that  the  clerk  be  instructed 
to  cast  one  ballot  for  Jason  C.  Sawyer  for  Moderator  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  Moderator  turned  the  chair  over  to  the  Clerk  and  the  motion 
was  unanimously  carried.  The  Clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Jason  C.  Sawyer 
and  he  was  declared  elected  and  took  the  oath  of  office  in  open  meeting. 

Article  2.  George  Austermann  moved  that  the  Moderator  be  in- 
structed to  cast  one  ballot  for  Evelyn  H.  Ruffle  for  Clerk  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  motion  was  carried.  The  Moderator  cast  one  ballot  for 
Evelyn  H.  Ruffle  for  clerk  and  declared  her  elected  and  administered 
oath  of  office  in  open  meeting.

Wilfred  Boudreau  moved  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Ernest  J. 
Pratt  for  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for  three  years.  Philip  Darling 
moved  the  nominations  be  closed.  The  Clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Ernest 
J.  Pratt  for  a  member  of  the  School  Board  and  he  was  unanimously 
elected.  The  moderator  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  both  in  open 
meeting. 
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Article  4.  Elizabeth  Sawyer  moved  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for 
Lawrence  W.  Brown  for  treasurer  for  one  year.  Anne  Gordon  moved  that 
nominations  be  closed.  The  Clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Lawrence  W.  Brown 
for  treasurer  and  he  was  unanimously  elected.

Article  6.  Ferdinand  Gordon  moved  the  School  District  report 
except  for  typographical  error  in  Moderator's  salary  be  accepted.  Motion 
seconded  and  carried. 

Mr.  Robert  Lewis  reported  on  the  Building  Committee,  stating  an 
intensified  study  needs  and  solutions  should  be  carried  on  within  the 
next  two  years  and  actual  construction  of  new  facilities  should  be 
begun  during  the  third  year  and  occupancy  the  fourth  year  when  es- 
timated enrollment  will  require  new  space. 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  possibility  of  altering  the 
present  Grade  School  to  house  the  High  School  program  and  converting 
the  High  School  to  the  use  of  the  program  of  the  first  six  grades. 

Lloyd  Wellington  moved  the  report  be  accepted  and  the  committee  be 
dissolved.  Motion  not  seconded.  Prescott  Duncan  moved  that  the  word 
dissolved  be  struck  out  of  the  past  motion  and  the  word  continued  be 
added.  Motion  seconded  and  carried  that  the  report  be  accepted  and 
the  committee  continue. 

Philip  Darling  reported  on  the  consolidated  school.  He  recommended 
that  the  voters  look  further  into  this  plan  before  the  peak  of  1954  as 
reported.  Anne  Gordon  moved  the  report  be  accepted  and  the  committee 
be  continued  another  year. 

Article  7.  Ernest  Pratt  moved  the  auditors  chosen  at  the  Town 
Meeting  as  town  auditors  be  school  auditors.  Motion  seconded  and 
carried. 

Article  8.  Homer  Forcier  moved  that  the  school  district  raise  and 
appropriate  $115,163  and  to  authorize  and  direct  the  School  Board  to 
apoly  against  said  appropriations  such  income  as  is  estimated  by  the 
Schcol  Board  exclusive  of  state  aid  and  upon  the  determination  of  the 
amount  of  state  aid  to  be  received  by  the  school  district  during  the  next 
fiscal  year,  to  authorize  and  direct  the  School  Board  to  apply  against 
such  appropriations  the  sum  to  be  received  from  the  state  and  with  the 
School  District  Clerk  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  as  an  as- 
sessment to  be  raised  by  the  town  for  school  purposes.  Motion  seconded 
and  carried. 

Article  9.  Ferdinand  Gordon  moved  that  the  School  Board  be 
authorized  to  use  the  $1400  raised  and  appropriated  under  Article  15  of 
the  warrant  of  the  annual  School  District  meeting  of  March  7,  1949  for 
current  expenses  instead  of  the  purchase  and  installation  of  storm  win- 
dows on  the  high  school  building  as  then  voted.  Motion  seconded  and 
carried. 

Article  10.  Homer  Forcier  moved  we  pass  over  this  article.  Motion 
seconded  and  carried. 
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Article  11.  Homer  Forcier  moved  we  pass  over  this  article.  Motion 
seconded  and  carried. 

Article  12.  Ernest  Pratt  moved  that  the  School  District  raise  and 
appropriate  in  addition  to  the  original  appropriation  for  1949-1950 
a  sum  of  $7905  to  be  made  available  to  the  School  District  prior  to 
July  1,  1950  in  order  to  meet  unanticipated  obligations  caused  by  the 
lack  of  State  aid.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

Article  13.  Alfred  Despres  moved  that  the  district  raise  and  appro- 
priate $410,000  as  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  the  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion, or  acquisition  of  school  buildings,  said  fundiS  to  be  placed  in  the 
custody  of  the  trustees  of  trust  funds  and  reserved  for  the  construction, 
reconstruction,  or  acquisition  of  school  buildings  in  accordance  with 
the  Laws  of  1943,  Chapter  160  as  amended  by  the  Laws  of  1945,  Chapter 
35,  and  Laws  of  1947,  Chapter  8.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

Article  14.  Anne  Gordon  moved  that  we  pass  over  this  article. 
Motion  seconded  and  carried.

Ferdinand  Gordon  moved  that  the  school  board  be 
authorized  to  engage  an  architect  or  architects  to  assist  in  surveying 
present  school  buildings,  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  construction, 
reconstruction,  or  acquisition  of  school  buildings,  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate $1000  for  said  purpose.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

Article  18.  Ernest  Pratt  resolved  that  the  Jaffrey  School  District  be 
recorded  as  in  favor  of  the  immediate  restoration  of  state  support  of 
public  education  at  least  on  a  par  with  the  support  provided  in  1947- 
1948,  and  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  make  whatever  provision 
may  be  necessary  in  order  that  a  formula  for  the  equitable  distribution 
of  such  money  as  may  be  provided,  be  available  for  the  consideration  of 
the  special  session  of  the  legislature.  Motion  seconded  and  lost.

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PART  VI.  SPECIAL  REPORTS 
A.  Report  of  the  Cooperative  School  Study  Committee 

At  their  annual  school  district  meetings  in  March,  1950,  several 
towns  in  the  Monadnock  Region  authorized  committes  to  study  the 
cooperative  school  situation  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  other 
towns.  A  few  towns  did  not  take  an  official  vote  but  left  the  appointment 
of  their  committees  to  their  school  boards.  Some  towns  have  had  com- 
mittees of  several  years  standing  to  study  this  question. 

The  first  joint  meeting  of  these  committees  was  held  at  the  Jaffrey 
High  School  on  May,  23,  1930.  Twenty-six  citizens  were  present  repre- 
senting the  towns  of  Jaffrey,  Troy,  Marlboro,  Dublin,  Fitzwilliam,  Har- 
risville  and  Rindge.  A  smaller,  more  workable  committee,  designated  as 
the  Monadnock  Regional  Cooperative  School  Committee,  was  sub- 
sequently formed,  representing  all  the  above  towns.  Supplementing  this 
citizens  committee,  Superintendents  of  Schools  Lester  B.  Badger  and 
Charles  L.  Bowlby,  and  Jaffrey  Headmaster  Robert  Lewis  have  given 
freely  of  their  time  and  counsel,  which  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
committee.  Representatives  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  have 
been  present  at  many  of  our  meetings  to  provide  needed  guidance  and 
clarification  of  state  policy. 

Philip  M.  Darling  of  Jaffrey  was  originally  elected  chairman  of  the 
study  committee,  being  obliged  to  resign  this  position  on  January  1,  1951, 
due  to  personal  reasons  which  made  it  impossible  to  attend  regular 
meetings.  Dr.  Samuel  E.  Paul  of  Troy  was  elected  to  succeed  him. 

First,  let  us  review  briefly  the  educational  problems  that  face  the 
three  towns  involved  now  maintaining  separate  high  schools. 

Jaffrey — is  confronted  with  a  substantial  increase  in  enrollment  and 
a  building  that  is  obsolete,  undersized  and  in  need  of  major  repairs. 
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Troy — has  had  a  35  per  cent  increase  in  school  enrollment  in  the 
past  five  years  and  is  expecting  an  additional  20  per  cent  increase  in 
the  next  five  years.  In  September,  1951,  two  sessions  will  be  necessary 
to  take  care  of  the  pupils.  An  independent  building  program  is  under 
consideration. 

Marlboro — has  a  fundamental  problem  in  its  obsolete  building  for 
its  high  school. 

Common  to  all  three  of  the  above  towns  is  the  problem  of  operating 
high  schools  too  small  in  enrollment.  These  schools  are  not  big  enough 
to  offer  a  well-rounded  program  of  study.  The  programs  they  do  offer 
generally  cost  more  per  pupil  than  comparable  programs  in  larger 
schools.  They  have  too  few  teachers  to  offer  the  type  of  curriculum 
demanded  by  the  complex  society  faced  by  today's  youth.  Their  teachers 
are  doing  a  fine  piece  of  work  but  are  seriously  handicapped  by  the 
diversity  of  subjects  they  must  offer.  They  have  to  be  "Jack- of- all- 
trades".  Teachers  in  a  larger  educational  unit  would  specialize  in  their 
chosen  subjects  and  reach  maximum  effectiveness  in  instructing  our 
youth.  The  curriculum  in  the  small  high  school  is  generally  designed  for 
that  small  percentage  of  students  who  go  on  to  college.  The  large 
majority  of  the  students  would  benefit  from  the  larger  school  because 
it  would  offer  a  program  that  better  meets  its  needs. 

The  larger  unit  made  possible  by  a  cooperative  would  provide  a 
greater  incentive  to  work  due  to  the  competition  among  a  larger  student 
body.  Also,  the  opportunities  for  wider  companionships  and  "learning  to 
get  along  with  the  other  fellow"  are  valuable  assets. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  curriculum  of  study,  the  large  gymnasium- 
auditorium  would  give  every  student  a  chance  to  participate  in  a  physical 
education  program  which  would  include  basketball,  football,  baseball, 
track,  and  gymnastics. 

Every  student  could  belong  to  some  sort  of  club  or  activity  such  as 
camera,  singing,  orchestra,  band,  or  dramatics. 

Even  the  adults  would  benefit  from  the  gymnasium-auditorium  and 
other,  facilities  as  the  school  should  be  considered  as  a  huge  community 
assembly  hall  and  its  full  value  will  be  realized  when  it  is  used  as  such. 
Not  to  be  overlooked  are  the  opportunities  for  extension  courses  to  be 
offered  adults  in  helping  them  improve  their  station  in  life  and  open 
up  new  horizons  of  interest  in  arts,  crafts,  and  hobbies. 

In  order  to  get  this  school  we  find  an  absolute  minimum  necessary. 
This  minimum  means  the  towns  of  Jaffrey,  Troy  and  Marlboro.  If  these 
three  towns  agree  to  cooperate,  the  school  is  possible  both  from  a  fi- 
nancial point  of  view  and  from  the  creation  of  a  sizable  student  body. 
The  other  towns  in  this  area,  if  added  to  this  minimum,  will  offer 
a  still  broader  financial  base  to  support  building  costs,  and  will  find,  to 
their  advantage,  that  they  have  an  active  voting  interest,  ownership, 
and  control  in  a  most  desirable  educational  plant  that  will  provide  the 
best  training  and  education  for  their  children. 

The  towns  of  Pitzwilliam,  Rindge,  Harrisville,  and  Dublin  presently 
send  their  high  school  students  outside  their  towns  on  a  tuition  basis. 
The  curriculum  offered  in  the  proposed  cooperative  will  be  at  least  the 
equal  of  other  large  schools  in  the  area.  In  addition,  the  pupils  will  have 
full  participation  in  extra-curricular  activities.  The  towns  will  have  a 
voice  in  the  policy-making  and  operation  of  the  cooperative,  thus  making 
for  better  supervision  of  their  own  children.  The  pupils  will  have  the 
feeling  of  belonging  to  this  organization  rather  than  being  "outsiders". 

The  cooperative  plan  needs  much  thought  as  your  committee  has 
been  amazed  at  the  many  factors  involved  in  a  cooperation  of  the  sort, 
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it  being  entirely  nsw  to  New  Hampshire.  However,  the  advantages  of 
cooperative  effort  are  very  great  and  we  feel  they  are  well  worth  the  time 
we  have  put  into  this  study  in  order  to  bring  you  this  report. 

Fundamentally,  the  youth  in  our  several  towns  should  have  an 
opportunity  for  an  education  that  is  equal  to  other  more  populated  areas 
in  this  state  and  nation,  so  that  in  the  years  ahead  they  may  be  able 
to  compete  with  others  on  an  equal  basis.  This  objective  cannot  be 
reached  by  the  small  town  by  itself,  but  it  can  be  attained  by  these 
towns  if  they  pool  their  education  resources  for  their  mutual  advantage. 

Many  of  the  details  of  this  cooperative  are  yet  to  be  worked  out.  For 
example,  whether  the  towns  should  cooperate  on  the  secondary  level  only, 
or  should  consolidate  their  entire  school  systems,  maintaining  their 
separate  elementary  units  but  bringing  them  all  under  one  administrative 
unit.  There  are  also  certain  legislative  changes  that  could  materially 
affect  the  situation. 

Your  committee  feels  so  strongly  about  the  educational  advantages 
that  could  derive  to  the  towns  involved  that  it  is  preparing  to  ask  for 
funds  at  your  annual  school  district  meetings  in  March  of  this  year  to 
insure  the  continuation  of  this  cooperative  school  study  committee  and 
enable  it  to  enlist  outside  professional  assistance,  make  necessary  de- 
tailed building  studies,  make  land  surveys,  etc.  and  publish  the  pertinent 
facts  and  figures  so  that  each  town  will  have  the  proper  background 
information  to  reach  a  wise  decision. 

Are  the  citizens  in  these  towns  farsighted  enough  to  see  this  study 
through  to  the  best  conclusion?

BUILDING   COSTS 

The  estimated  cost  as  of  January,  1951,  of  a  600  student  school  has 
been  placed  at  $600,000.00  which  would  serve  Jaffrey,  Troy  and  Marl- 
boro; a  900  student  school  has  been  placed  at  $800,000.00  which  would 
serve  the  seven  towns  listed. 

By  state  legislation,  building  costs  of  a  cooperative  school  are 
shared  by  the  participating  districts  according  to  equalized  valuation. 

The  committee  feels  that  there  is  public  interest  in  a  so-called 
Monadnock  Region  High  School  sufficient  to  make  it  a  definite  pos- 
sibility that  public  spirited  citizens  and  industries  would  contribute 
perhaps  up  to  $200,000.00  to  bring  into  being  a  superior  educational  plant 
for  the  youth  of  the  region.  Therefore,  two  columns  of  cost  figures  are 
shown  bslow,  one  for  a  $600,000.00  capital  investment  by  the  towns  and 
one  for  $800,000.00.

B.  Report  of  School  Building  Committee 

(Committee  appointed  under  Article  10  of  the  1946 
School  District  Warrant) 

The  School  Building  Committee  respectfully  draws  your  attention 
to  its  continuing  recognition  of  the  needs  which  face  our  schools  as 
stated  in  earlier  reports,  notably  the  one  for  calendar  year  1947. 

The  committee  acknowledges  the  significance  of  the  figures  com- 
piled and  published  recently  which  estimate  that  school  enrollments  will 
be  considerably  higher  during  the  next  eleven  years  (which  is  the  period 
covered  by  the  figures)  and  may  remain  at  a  high  level  for  an  un- 
determined number  of  years  after  that. 

Eelieving  that  increased  facilities  must  be  constructed  soon,  and 
that  land  should  be  available  for  expansion  in  case  further  study  should 
later  indicate  its  desirability,  this  committee  has  thought  it  well  to 
secure  a  price  on  the  land  adioining  the  high  school  lot.  It  has  turned 
the  information  over  to  the  School  Board  with  the  recommendation  that 
it  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  School  District  through  an  item  in 
the  warrant  for  this  meeting. 

This  committee  offers  the  following  specific  recommendations: 

1.  An  intensified  study  of  needs  and  possible  solutions  should  be 
carried  on  within  the  next  two  years. 

2.  Actual  construction  of  new  facilities  should  be  begun  and  com- 
pleted during  the  third  year  from  now. 

3.  Occupancy  and  use  of  these  facilities  should  commence  during 
the  fourth  year  when  estimated  enrollment  will  require  new  space. 

4.  A  renewed  study  of  plans  now  in  possession  of  the  School  Dis- 
trict should  be  made  to  determine  if  they  can  be  altered  to  accommodate 
the  anticipated  enrollment. 

5.  Consideration  should  again  be  given  to  the  possibility  of  ef- 
fectively and  economically  altering  the  present  Grade  School  building  to 
house  the  High  School  program,  and  to  converting  the  present  High 
School  f abilities  to  the  use  of  the  program  of  the  first  six  grades.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  town  of  Jaffrey 
qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Union  Hall  in  said  district 
on  the  12th  day  of  March  1951  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  of  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  two  members  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and 
fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Officers 
chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or  Officers  chosen,  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and 
to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as 
are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund  together 
with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the 
balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4.5CO  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  oil  burners  at  the  Grade 
School. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $413  for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $5,000.  as 
a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  construction,  reconstruction  or  acquisition 
of  school  buildings,  said  funds  to  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds  and  reserved  for  the  construction,  reconstruction  or 
acquisition  of  school  buildings  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  1943, 
Chapter  160  as  amended  by  the  laws  of  1945  chapter  35  and  laws  of  1947 
chapter  8. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  in  ad- 
dition to  the  original  appropriation  for  1950-51  a  sum  of  $7,800  to  be 
made  available  to  the  school  district  prior  to  July  1,  1951  in  order  that 
the  school  may  pay  to  each  teacher  and  school  nurse  as  petitioned  an 
additional  salary  of  $300  for  the  school  year  1950-51. 

13.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  set  up  a  cooperative  school 
study  committee  consisting  of  the  school  board  and  not  more  than 
three  others,  to  be  appointed  by  the  moderator;  instruct  this  committee 
to  plan  with  other  school  districts  a  workable  Monadnock  Region  Co- 
operative School  System;  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,300 
for  necessary  expenses  in  connection  therewith.
